Despite having Langellier’s 46-yard 
scoring run called back by an illegal 
block, the Pioneers kept driving and got 
in the end zone when Feely connected 
with Christenson with 5:26 left for a 7-6 
advantage. 

















U High rolls over Metamora

The ability to adjust usually 
equals victory in a basketball game 
and the University High School 
basketball team proved that in a 
big way against Metamora last 
night at U High Gym. 

The Pioneers held off aggressive 
Metamora in the first half to gain a 
fiVe-point halftime advantage. But 
midway through the third quarter, 
U High kicked into high gear and 
went on to post a 82-50 non¬ 
conference victory. 

U High rolls into next week's El 
Paso Class A Regional with a six- 
game winning streak and 19-6 
overall record. Metamora, a Class 
AA school, enters one more week 
of the regular season with a 6-17 
mark. 

With four minutes and 23 sec¬ 
onds remaining in the third period, 
U High clung to a 47-39 lead. Then, 
Junior Neal Hubbard started an 18- 
2 run with a 3-pointer and Bob 


Fitzgerald ended it with a nifty 
driving layup as the buzzer 
sounded, enabling the Pioneers to 
enter the final stanza with a 65-39 
advantage. 

“We really rushed things in the 
first half," said U High coach Cal 
Hubbard. “It was one pass and 
shoot In the second half we exe¬ 
cuted and showed more patience 
and as a result we were more ef¬ 
fective. Defensively, we did the job 
covering their shooters. 

“In the first half, we were frus¬ 
trated with Metamora's aggressive 
style of play. We were bumped and 
let it bother us. In the second half, 
we ignored it and played." 

And the Pioneers did play in the 
third quarter. 

Offensively, U High shot 62 per¬ 
cent from the field (8 of 13), in¬ 
cluding 3 of 5 three-pointers, made 
nine of 11 free throws and com¬ 
mitted just one turnover. 

Meanwhile, the defense forced 
nine third-quarter turnovers and 


limited the Redbirds to 21 percent 
shooting (3 of 14), including 1 of 
nine from 3-point range.
